with 
press and pu blic he has no shine. 
He is a friendly, genial man, 
not aggressive, and certainly not 
belligerent. He is e.xtremcly a r­ 
ticu late in the sense of speaking 
precisely at the very moment he 
is bu sy 
refraining from 
saying 
anything either very new or posi­ 
tive. 
His news conference highlight 
was his statem ent that the big 
powers will negotiate with Ru .s« ia 
on Berlin 
Bu t he had already 
said that last Su nday in a TV 
interview. 
That was hardly 
news even on 
Su nday since he had already said 
' pretty mu ch the sam e Au g 
11 
after retu rning from 
a foreign 
m inisters meeting in Paris and 
a week before that, on Au g 4, 
when he arrived in P ans for the 
meeting. 
In short, lie is not apt to pu l 
his foot in his mou th talking too 
mu ch. If there is hazard in what 


he .« ays it is that he will say too 
little instead of too mu ch. 
Thu s he gives the impression of 
being more a foreign policy tech­ 
nician than a spokesman, more a 
pilot than a captain. 
This leads to a conclu .« ion which 
.seemed apparent from the time 
Ru sk took on this job where some 
of his predecessors had been very 
dominant characters, like Secre­ 
taries of Slate John Foster Du lles 
and Dean Acheson. 
It su its Ru sk line to let Presi­ 
dent Kennedy make the big pro­ 
nou ncements and be the captain 
in practice as well as in fact Yet. 
wnile Kennedy has made some 
positive statem ents on foreign |xil- 
icy, he, too, has been rather re­ 
strained. 
This m ay prove both a good 
and effective way of handling for- 


eign policy 
Bu t It Isn’t particu ­ 
larly stimu lating. Except for Ken­ 
nedy’s TV talk on Berlin, it hasn't 
been notably vigorou s. It cou ld 
tu rn ou t to be mu ch less than is 
needed 
Kennedy has 
seemed to this 
w riter relu ctant abou t talking di­ 
rectly to the [leople. His talk in 
Ju ne on Berlin was his fir.st and 
only one 
President Fasenhower 
m ade two in his first six months

Roosevelt 
started his fireside chats at the 
end of the first week of his pres­

While Ru sk has appeared sev­

Soviet Diet 


The Soviet daily diet averages 
3,000 calories, U.S. nutritionists 
say. But it could use more pro­ 
tein and fat from meat and oils. 


Fifty-six per cent of the diet is 
made up of potatoes and grains, 
15 fier cent by animal protein and 
10 })cr cent each by sugar and by 
fat and oils. Soviet citizens eat 
six times as much bread as the 
average American. Part of the 
problem is raising and packaging 
the food. 
Half of the Soviet population is 
engaged in food production. Can­ 
ning and freezing are .30 years be­ 
hind U.S. standards. Lack of re­ 
frigeration leads to use of fer­

Underwater Wireless 


An 
underwater wireless that 
uses sound waves instead of ra­ 
dio waves to carry signals of the 
human voice has been developed 
by the Bendix Corp. It has a 
range of five miles. 


The voice or other data is con­ 
verted 
into 
electric 
impulses 
which are then amplified and con­ 
verted into sound 
waves. The 
wound waves are then broadcast 
into the water, to be picked up by 
a receiving station.
